1505 - DELEGATION ARRIVED AT SUNGSHAN MILITARY 
AIRPORT, TAIPEI; 

1515 - SENATOR SPARKMAN PRESS CONFERENCE AT 
AIRPORT (SEE REFTEL (B)) 

1700 - SENATORS AND REPRESENTATIVES MET WITH PREMIER 
CHIANG CHING-KUO, AMBASSADOR UNGER AND 
FOREIGN MINISTER SHEN CHANG-HUAN ALSO PARTICIPATED. 
DURING HOUR-LONG QUESTION AND ANSWER SESSION PREMIER 
COVERED FOLLOWING MAJOR POINTS: US AND ROC SHARE 
COMMON INTERESTS AND SHOULD WORK TOGETHER IN 
FIGHTING FOR IDEALS OF HUMAN LIBERTY AND JUSTICE; 
PRINCIPAL OBJECTIVES OF ROC ECONOMIC SYSTEM ARE TO 
RAISE STANDARD OF LIVING OF ALL THE PEOPLE AND 
REDUCE INCOME GAP BETWEEN RICH AND POOR; THERE IS 
WIDESPREAD UNREST IN THE PRC AND THE SITUATION WILL 
NOT CHANGE UNTIL LEADERSHIP ISSUE IS SETTLED- PRC WILL 
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NOT ATTACK TAIWAN AS LONG AS THERE IS US-ROC MUTUAL 
DEFENSE TREATY; GROC WILL NEVER NEGOTIATE WITH 
PRC EVEN THOUGH THERE ARE INDICATIONS PRC WOULD BE 
WILLING TO DISCUSS ISSUES, DISPUTE BETWEEN PRC AND 
USSR IS OVER LEADERSHIP OF COMMUNIST WORLD AND NOT 
OVER IDEOLOGY AND US SHOULD NOT BE BEGUILED BY 
POSSIBILITY OF PLAYING ONE OFF AGAINST THE OTHER; 
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US NEEDS ROC SINCE IT IS PRINCIPAL BULLWARK AGAINST 
COMMUNIST EXPANSION IN ASIA.

ON BEHALF OF THE DELEGATION, I WOULD LIKE TO EXPRESS 
OUR APPRECIATION FOR THE ATTENTION AND CORDIALITY 
EXTENDED TO US DURING OUR VISIT TO TAIPEI. DURING 
OUR STAY WE WERE ABLE TO TALK WITH LEADERS OF THE 
REPUBLIC OF CHINA INCLUDING PREMIER CHIANG. THESE 
TALKS WERE FRANK, FRIENDLY, AND INSTRUCTIVE IN 
EXPANDING OUR KNOWLEDGE OF THE VIEWS OF THE 
REPUBLIC OF CHINA. THIS VISIT HAS BEEN VERY HELPFUL 
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IN GAINING A BETTER UNDERSTANDING OF ISSUES OF MUTUAL
